How Soon Did the FBI Presume Oswald's (Lone) Guilt? 

Immediately, if Richard Nixon told the truth* 

In the 3rd CBS telecast of his taped memoirs, questioning by his former staffer 
Gannon, on 60 Minutes 4/ 15/84, Nixon was asked where he was when he learned that JFK 
had been assassinated* His response was longer and was not in terms of his knowing 
that JFK had died. He told this story: 

He was in a cab on his way home. (He did not say it, but this was from the 
airport, on his return from Dallas.) He had heard nothing on the plane or in the 
airport or while waiting to get a cab or from the cabbie, who had no radio* At a 
stop a man rushed up and told them to turn the radio on, the JFK had been shot, but 
there was no radio to turn on. Nixon estimated that it was 25 minutes later when he 
was home* He said he phoned J* Edgar Hoover. He did not say right away and he did not 
say after a wait, or that he'd had a radio or TV on* So, while it can be presumed 
he mast meant he phoned as soon as he was home, this is merely a presumption. What 
he said Hoover told him indicates but is not conclusive on time* Nixan said that when 
he got Hoover he asked if it was a "right-wing nut." He said Hoover said no, that 
a Coraraonist - and Nixon emphasized that this is the way hoover always pronounced the 
word - had shot JFK* No mention of death. 

If I knew the plane schedule it might make this less conjectural, at least on 
when Nixon got home* 
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
